S.R.O. 14-E.— The following draft of rules to regulate the division of the 
PACHMARHI Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the 
said Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be elected 
by each ward, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924) and In supersession of the PACHMARHI Cantonment (Division 
into War ds) Rules, 1953, published with the notification of the Government of 
India, in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 402, dated the 19th September, 1953. is 
hereby published, as required by the said section for the Information of aU 
persons likely to he affected thereby, and notice Is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after the sixtieth day of the publica¬ 
tion of this notification In the Official Gazette, 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date specified above will be considered by the 
Central Government. 

Draft Rules 

1. Short Title and Commencement.— (l) These rules may be called the 
Pachmarhi Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 
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2. Division of Cantonment Into wards.—For the purpose of holding elections to 
the Cantonment Board of Fachmarhl, the Cantonment of Pachmarhi shall be 
divided Into the following wards, namely:—

Boundaries of the Wards 

Watrd No. I.—The ward shall comprise of Gopal Ganj (part), Ballabh Ganj, 
Gandhi Ganj, Higher Secondary School area. Cantonment Board Harljan Quarters 
and some portion outside Cantonment Bazar area. 

The boundary starts from north limit of Cantonment and eastern side of 
Brandavan Khoh and runs southward along the eastern side of katcha road via 
Gopal Ganj upto Girls Middle School running along the western boundary of the 
Middle School and then crosses Piparia Road straightway and meets on the west 
corner of the Cariappa Park. From there It turns towards east-north and runs 
along the southern side of the Piparia Road upto the junction of Piparia and Jal 
Prakash Road on the eastern corner of the Jal Prakash Road. From there it turns 
towards south along the eastern side of the road unto the eastern corner of 
Jawahar Chowk and junction of Arvind and Jal Prakash Roads. From there it 
turns towards east north along the northern side of Arvind Road upto the approach 
road of Cantonment Board Harljan quarters. Then It turns towards south to 
some distance and then moves towards east covering Cantonment Board Harljan 
quarters, further It turns towards north and goes upto the boundary of Canton¬ 
ment and then turns towards west upto the starting point covering, Chusul 
Company, Cantonment Piparia Octroi Post, Sankat-Mochan Mandir and Lashkarla 
Khoh. 

Ward No. n.—The ward shall comprise of Sadar Bazar. 

The boundary starts from the junction of the Piparia Road and Arvind Road 
near Cantonment Board office and runs towards north east along the southern 
side of the Arvind Road UDto Jawahar Chowk, the junction of Arvind Road and 
Jal Prakash Road. From there it runs s outh along the eastern side of Jai Prakash 
Road unto the meeting point of Baldeo Singh Road. From there it runs towards 
south along the eastern side of Baldeo Singh Road and goes straightway crossing 
the Patel Road to meet Bainganga Nallah through survey Nos. P3/815, 814. 808 on 
the eastern side and numbers 818. 817, 816 on the western side. From there it 
turns towards west and runs along the northern side of Bainganga Nallah upto 
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the Bridge, Plparia Road and western corner of house survey No. 93/847. Then 
it runs towards north-east and north along the eastern side of the Piparla Road 
upto the junction of Piparla Road and Arvind Road, the starting point. 

Ward No. HI.—The ward shall comprise of Aruna Ganj, Kasturba Ganj and 
locality situated on part of Patel Road. 

The boundary starts from the south-east corner of the Jawahar Chowk and 
runs towards east-north along the southern side of the Arvind Road upto the 
eastern corner of the house of Shrl Parmu Gadaria survey No. 206-B. From there 
it runs southward upto the southern corner of house survey No. 296B, then moves 
to south-west passing through Pillar No. 14 up to Bainganga Nallah and then it 
follows the western side of the Bainganga nallah upto survey No. 842 and then 
it turns towards west along the northern side of nallah upto the boundary point 
of ward No. II which meets Bainganga Nallah on its northern side touching 
Survey No. 816 on its western side. From there it goes towards north along the 
eastern side of Baldeo Singh Road and Jai Prakash Road and meets at the starting 
point at Jawahar Chowk. 


Ward No. IV.—-The ward shall comprise of Tilak Ganj, part of Gopal Ganj. 
Jawahar Ganj with Bus Stand area, Bridge near House Survey No. 93/847-Psri 
and leading by Piparla Road upto Nasir Bungalow, MES Inspection Bungalow, 
Police Station and upto the meeting point of ward No. IV and I. 


The boundary starts from the north limit of Cantonment area ar.d the starting 
point of ward No, I. Then It follows the boundary Une of Ward No. I and runs 

towards south via Gopal Ganj up to the comer of Cariappa Park, then still follows 

the boundary of ward No. I running towards east-north upto the junction of tha 
Jal Prakash Road and Piparla Road near Pradeep Talkies and from there runs 
towards South along the boundary line of Ward No. 1 (i.e. eastern side of Jai 
Prakash Road) upto the east-south corner of Jawahar Chowk and then turns 
towards west along with the boundary line of Ward No. 11 i.e. southern side of 

Arvind Road upto the junction of Arvind Road and Plparia Road opposite 

Cantonment Board office. From there it follows the boundary of Ward No. U 
towards south, south-west along the Piparia Road and passing through the bridge 
near survey No. 93/847—Part and goes towards south-west through Nasir’s 
Bungalow to MES Inspection bungalow along the boundary of the Cantonment 
and then it moves towards north-eastern along the Cantonment boundary passing 
through police station upt G the north limit of Cantt. boundary pillar No. I, From 
there it moves towards east along the boundary of Cantt. and meets the starting 
point of Ward No. IV and I. 


Ward No. V.—The ward shall comprise of the military area, Tibetan School 
area, Bharat Scout area. Police Training area under Cantonment limit, Military 
Hospital area, Military Family Camp Central School area 


The boundary starts from the point near Cantonment boundary pillar No. 4 In 
the north and eastern boundary of Ward No. I in' the extreme north. Therefrom 
it runs towards east alone the boundary pillar No, 5 and goes upto Cantonment 
boundary Pillar No. 0. From there it turns towards south-west on Pillar No. 7. 
Then it curves towards south-west on pillar No. 8 and straightway goes towards 
south-west upto the boundary pillar No, 9. From there the boundary covers the 
area encircled by pillar Nos. 10, 11, 12, 13 and 14 in the south west. From Pillar 
No 14 the boundary runs south-west upto Pillar No. IS, 16, 17 and turns towards 
west upto Pillar No, 18. Then it Rocs sharp to the south upto Pillar No. 19, From 
there it turns towards west running along with Pillar No 20 to 28. From there 
the boundary turns towards north-west upto Pillar No. 29 wherefrom it runs 
towards eastern side running along with Pillar Nos 30 to 36. From Pillar No. 36 
the boundary turns towards south running along with Pillar No. 36-A to 30-E and 
from there turns east upto Pillar No. 36-F. From there it turns towards north 
running along with Pillar Nos. 36-G, 36-H, 37, 38, 39 to Ihllar No 41, at Nasir s 
bungalow. From there it runs along with the road leading upto the bridge near 
Survey No. 847 and runs along the Bainganea Nallah, southern boundary line ox 
Ward No, II, southern eastern boundary of Ward No. Ill, and eastern boundary of 
Ward No, I, and meets Its starting point in the north.

S.B.O. 15-E.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
3 of the Cantonments (Extension of Rent Control Laws) Act, 1957 (46 of 1957), 
the Central Government hereby extends to the Cantonment of Secunderabad, the 
Andhra Pradesh Buildings (Lease, Rent and Eviction) Control Act, 1960 (Andhra 
Pradesh Act XV of 1960), as in force in the State of Andhra Pradesh, with the 
following modifications, namely:— 

In the said Act, 

1. In section 1, for sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be substitut¬ 
ed, namely:— 

"(2) (a) This Act, except sub-section (2) of section 3, shall apply to the 
areas declared to be Secunderabad Cantonment under section 3 of 
the Cantonments Act, ]924 (2 of 1924). 

(b) Sub-section (2) of section 3 shall apply to the Secunderabad Canton¬ 
ment, If the Central Government, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, so directs ” 

2. In section 2, clauses (i) and (vili) shall be omitted; 

3. In section 3, 

(1) In sub-section (2), for the words “In any Municipality (including the 
cities of Hyderabad and Secunderabad)” to which this sub-section 
has been applied under clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 1, the 
words “In the Secunderabad Cantonment” shall be substituted; 
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(ii) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(3) If, within fifteen days of the receipt by the authorised officer of a 
notice under sub-section (1) or sub-section (2), the Government or 
the authorised officer does not intimate to the landlord in writing 
that the building is required for the purposes of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment or of the State Government or of any local authority or 
of any public institution under the control of any such Govern¬ 
ment, the landlord shall be at liberty to let the building to any 
tenant or to occupy it himself,” 

(iii) In sub-section (5) the words ‘‘or for occupation by any of the officers, 

specified in that sub-section" shall be omitted. 

(iv) In sub-section (6) the words “or for occupation by any of the officers, 

specified in sub-section (3)” shall be omitted. 

4. in section 4, in clause (b) of sub-section 2, for the words ‘‘the concerned 
local authority”, the words “the Secunderabad Cantonment Board” shall be 
substituted. 

5. In section 6, in sub-section (1) for the words “a local authority”, the words 
‘the Cantonment Board" shell be substituted. 

6. In section 8, in the proviso to sub-section (21— 

(a) for the words “the city, town or village” the words “Secunderabad 

Cantonment” shall be substituted, 

(b) the words ‘such city, town or village,” the words “Secunderabad 

Cantonment" shall be substituted. 

7. In section 10,— 

(1) clause (ii) of sub-section (2) shall be omitted; 

(ii) In clause (b) of sub-section (6) the words “or for occupation by any 
officers specified in sub-section (3) of that section” shall be omitted. 

8. In section 26, for the words "Andhra Pradesh Gazette”, the words “Gazette 
of India" shall be substituted. 

0. For section 27, the following section s hall be substituted namely:— 

“27. Executive Officer of the Cantonment Board to furnish certified extracts 
from assessment list.-—The Executive Officer of the Secunderabad 
Cantonment Board shall, on application made In this behalf and od 
payment of such fees as may, from time to time, be fixed by the 
Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette, grant to 
the applicant a certified copy of the extract from the property Assess¬ 
ment Register of the Cantonment Board, showing the rental value 
of the building or buildings In respect of which application has been 
made, relating to the period specified in the application. Such certi¬ 
fied copy shall be received as evidence of the facts stated therein in 
proceedings under this Act.” 

ID. For section 32, the following section shall be substituted, namely:— 

“32. Act not to apply to certain buildings—The provisions of thi s Act shall 
not apply to:— 

(a) any premises within the Cantonment belonging to the Government, 

(b) any tenancy or other like relationship created by a grant from the

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S.K.O. 16-E. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) ol section 
3 of the Cantonments (Extension of Rent Control Laws) Act, 1957 (46 of 1957 ) 
the Central Government hereby extends to the Cantonment of Aurangabad the 
Hyderabad Houses (Rent, Eviction and Lease) Control Act, 1954 (Hyderabad Act 
XX of 1054), as in force in the State of Maharashtra, with tne following modifica¬
